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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 8-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Komori et al (U. S. Patent 6,602,564 B1 ) for the reasons of record set forth in 
paragraph 4 of the Office Action mailed November 08, 2005 (Paper No. 20051026). 

3. Claims 5-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed May 08, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. In reference to rejection of claims 1-4 and 8-20 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Komori et al (U. S. Patent 6,602,564 B1), applicant mainly 
argues that the molar equivalents of hydrochloric acid with respect to 1 .0 molar 
equivalent of the alkoxysilane in Example 1 of Komori et al is 0.0374 which is out of the 
claimed range (i.e., 0.3 to 5.0). It is far lower than the lower limit and is close to the 
conventional rang (i.e., 0.0001 to 0.01 ) which cannot attain or provide a sufficient gas 
barrier property. Applicant point to Tables 1 and 2 for better gas property data for 
Examples 1-1 1 with molar ratio of 0.3 to 5.0 compare to comparative Examples 1 and 2 
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with molar ratio of 0.1 and comparative Example 3 with molar ratio of 0.01 inferior gas 
property. 

These arguments are unpersuasive because the method as claimed does not 
commensurate with the method used in Examples 1-11. The Examples uses molar ratio 
from 0.5 to 2.0. There are no Examples having molar ratio of 5.0. From the Tables 1 
and 2, it appears that gas property is not only dependent on argued molar ratio. It is 
also dependent on "Time from addition of acid catalyst to coating step" as per 
comparative Examples 3 and 4. Komori et al's method requires hydrolyzing alkoxysilane 
prior to blending with a solution of water-soluble polymer. There is nothing on record 
showing that Komori et al's method does not result in an article having good gas barrier 
property.
